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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS

Claims 20-31 have been rejected under the judicially-created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting. 

With respect to the obviousness-type double patenting rejection, Applicants 
will address this rejection upon the indication of allowable subject matter. 

For at least these reasons, Applicants respectfully request reconsideration 
and withdrawal of these rejections.
